A pension 
would, in a certain sense, be looked upon as a scholarship, and a man who 
could enter college with one and leave it with the other would certainly be 
of such calibre mentally and physically as to be easily recognizable as the 
kind of double-barreled success that the wide-awake, up-to-date business 
man is on the lookout for.
